Family Service 
Bureau Organized 
For The 'Pass 

On Monday, September 28th, the 
Rev. P. B. O’Byme, Director of 
the Catholic Family Service for the 
Diocese of Calgary, was in Blair¬ 
more to address two meetings re¬ 
garding the feasibility of setting up 
a non-denominational Family Ser¬ 
vice Bureau in the Pass. 

The first meeting was attended 
by Catholic clergy from Pincher 
Creek, Cowley, Bellevue, Blair¬ 
more and Coleman, and 'toled in 
favor of such an organization. For 
the past five years there nas been 
assistance given from the Leth¬ 
bridge office of Catholic Family 
Service on an intermittent basis, 
but it was felt .that something of 
a more stable nature should be of¬ 
fered. Although this has been pri¬ 
marily for members of the Catholic 
Faith, a number of cases handled 
have been from other denomina¬ 
tions. 

The second meeting was attend¬ 
ed by lay representatives from 
Coleman, Blairmore, Frank, Bel¬ 
levue and Hillcrest, along with 
Magistrate Fred Radford and Wm. 
Kovach, iMLA. It was the general 
feeling that there was a decided 
need in the area for an organiza¬ 
tion to offer help in problems con¬ 
cerning family guidance, marri¬ 
age counselling and child welfare 
Representatives from tne town 
councils, speaking in an unofi’cial 
capacity, felt the towns concerned 
would be glad to help in any way 
they could. The Sisters of St. Mar¬ 
tha have volunteered their servi¬ 
ces as social work has always been 
part of their duties. 

Beginning in October, an office 
will be opened in the KuDik block 
under the direction of Sister Leo 
Agnes with financial and ether as¬ 
sistance being given for 'the pres¬ 
ent from the head office in Cal¬ 
gary.

The Mystic Values of Freedom 

A great deal of effort is made by free 
countries to persuade developing nations that 
they should not set up rigid bureaucracies, 
but should use a free-enterprise system in¬ 
stead. This is a tough job. There is no one 
quite as bureaucratic as the new bureaucrat, 
with his new uniform and new powers. 

It seems to me that freedom cannot be 
sold to such people on its economic values 
alone, although the free nations are a show¬ 
case of abundance compared with nations 
where compulsion is the rule. Those who have 
not known abundance cannot believe that 
freedom will bring it, nor do they even know 
quite what it is. They read about or hear 
about or accidentally get a look at the afflu¬ 
ence of Canadians or Americans, but many cf 
them think the ordinary people possessing it 
must be special officials or lucky millionaires. 

I believe the mystic values of freedom 
would be more readily accepted. Even the 
people in the least developed countries know 
there is something special about the man who 
speaks right from the heart, in freedom, in¬ 
stead of censoring his every word to what ha 
believes others think or prefer to hear. 

There is something forceful about a man 
or woman who acts from an inner conviction 
instead of from outer compulsion. It may 
sound mystical, but it is understood, because 
each person at some time or another has ex¬ 
perienced the glow that comes from acting 
or speaking exactly as one feels he ought to 
speak or act, not caring at all whether there 
is another soul in the place who agrees. 

When the good Lord gave us freedom, a 
knowledge of good and evil, a right to choose, 
it was a mystical gift indeed. It allowed for 
soul-testing, for development, for falling and 
rising. It was an individual gift to each of us. 
It conferred the chance to make mistakes and 
suffer the consequences as well as the right 
to succeed and reap the rewards. Even the 
savages understand this, because it is part 
and parcel of human experience. 

And come to think of it, we citizens in 
this open society of ours might do well to re¬ 
view the mystic values of freedom from time 
to time ourselves. 


A Basic 
Law... 

How much is finished product 
worth? 

A recent article in “Industry” 
sums up the case rather specifi¬ 
cally. The comments in this pub¬ 
lication follow: 

“The conversion of raw material 
into finished product is a process 
that enhances its value according 
to the human cost in time, effort 
and money. 

“This is a basic law of econom¬ 
ics, the essential truth of which is 
well demonstrated by a plain bar 
of iron worth $5.00. 

“When made into horse shoes, 
the same bar of iron becomes 
worth $10.50. 

“Make it into needles, however, 
and it is worth $3285. 

“And turn it into balance springs 
for watches and its worth soars 
to $250,000. 

“There is no magic about this. 
The bar of iron can’t become horse 
shoes, needles, watch springs or 
anything else unless something is 
first done to it. 

“And, though the raw material 
is precisely the same, more time, 
effort and money are needed to 
make needles than horse shoes; 
and much, much more to make 
watch springs. 

“What is here proved, in fact, 
is simply this: It’s what we put 
into a proluct that increases its 
value.” 

The black bear roams 
the continent 

Black bears are found over a 
large part of North America where 
forest cover is present. They live 


in climates as diverse as those of 
Florida and Alaska. 

This wide distribution indicates 
a wide range of adaptability. This 
is shown by the behavior of bears 
at the northern and southern ex¬ 
tremes of their range. The bears 
of Florida, for example, sleep for 
only short periods, while those that 
live in the far north, sleep as long 
as four to six months of the year. 

The winter sleep of bears is 
often referred to as hibernation. 
However, the body processes do 
not change as in the case of true 
hibernating animals so it is more 
exact to refer to their sleep as 
“dormancy”. 

One of the most interesting and 
almost unbelievable facts about the 
black bear pertains to its young. 
The cubs are born in mid-winter 
while the female is in the den. The 
cubs are naked at birth and usu¬ 
ally weigh less than a pound — 
though the mothers regularly 
weigh 300 pounds. 

When they leave the den sev¬ 
eral months later they still weigh 
only five or six pounds. 

LONG SIGHTED 
BABIES - 

Most children are born long¬ 
sighted, but by the time they reach 
school age, the sight may become 
normal. Many children need glass¬ 
es to correct some visual defect 
and the need should be supplied. 
Youngsters should have a thorough 
examination by a medical eye doc¬ 
tor if there is any indication of a 
squint which should have treat¬ 
ment as soon as it is noticed. This 
defect is not one which can be 
out-grown says the Department of 
National Health and Welfare.

individuals from my riding on the 
flag issue. 

Fcr example, nearly all die Le¬ 
gions in the Macleod Riding have 
asked me to support the Red En¬ 
sign as our national flag and were 
opposed to Mr. Pearson’s three leaf 
maple leaf design. Many private 
citizens have written, all express¬ 
ing the same view. In addition, lo¬ 
cal Social Credit Associations have 
forwarded letters and resolutions 
asking me to support die Red En¬ 
sign. The Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Associations have expressed 
their views and are all behind the 
Red Ensign and have asked me to 
lend support to their views in Par¬ 
liament. With these organizations 
and individuals of the Macleod 
Riding expressing unanimous sup¬ 
port for the Red Ensign, I have 
done everything possible to back 
up the apparent majority views of 
my constituents. 

The question of a design for a 
new Canadian Flag has now been 
referred to a Parliamentary com¬ 
mittee, which is to report back 
to Parliament in about six weeks’ 
time. I think everyone will agree 
that this is the most sensible solu¬ 
tion of the matter and, in my view, 
should have been done in the first 
place. A National Flag cannot have 
the appearance of being a politi¬ 
cal flag. The committee of the 
He use of Commons will meet be¬ 
hind closed doors and if it is suc¬ 
cessful in arriving at a nearly 
unanimous conclusion on a design, 
such design cannot be associated 
with any political group. This is the 
way it should be. Why it took 
weeks of debate to impress this 
rather elementary fact on the gov¬ 
ernment no one seems to be able 
to understand. 

The lengthy debate on the flag 
brought forth certain information 
that the Flag Committee must 
consider during its deliberations. 
Perhaps the most important in¬ 
formation produced is that ap¬ 
proximately 40 per cent of the peo¬ 
ple of Canada wish to retain the 
Red Ensip as our national flag, 
and about 40 per cent wish to have 
a flag that does not incorporate 
the Union Jack as such; the other 
20 per cent apparently do not have 


any views or don’t care 

It is quite clear from this in¬ 
formation ( which seems to be quite 
reliable) that neither Mr. Pear¬ 
son’s design nor the Red Ensip is 
acceptable as a national flag by 
even a simple majority of the Ca¬ 
nadian people. Consequently, if we 
are to have a flag for our Hun¬ 
dredth Birthday, it must be of a 
design that is generally acceptable 
to most Canadians; it is impossible 
to have a flag desip that the ma¬ 
jority of Canadians will not ac¬ 
cept. Most of us have strong per¬ 
sonal views on this matter, but if 
we are going to keep our country 
together, all of us must be pre¬ 
pared to make some effort to ac¬ 
cept the viewpoint of others in 
some measure at least. 

As has been indicated on other 
occasions, there is a flag desip 
circulating around Parliament Hill 
which appears to be acceptable to 
quite a number of Members of all 
parties, and which does include 
certain elements of the Union 
Jack. For this reason I think the 
chances of the Flag Committee ar¬ 
riving at a generally acceptable 
design are quite hopeful. 

On the other hand, there are 
some Members of the Flag Com¬ 
mittee who are known to have very 
inflexible views on the subject of 
the flag design, and I am rather 
afraid that this will not help the 
committee as a whole to reach a 
near unanimous decision on any 
desip at an early date. 

Unfortunately, during the discus¬ 
sion on the flag and the effort of 
Progressive Conservative party in 
support of the Red Ensip, the 
term “filibuster” has been wrong- 
lyl applied by the press. 

The word has been borrowed 
from the U. S. and is a procedure 
which is used in the U. S. Con¬ 
gress. The rules under which a 
“filibuster” takes place in the U.S.

In the Canadian Parliament, 
speeches are limited to 40 min¬ 
utes and these speeches must be 
related to the subject matter. Ir 
addition Parliamentary rules pro¬ 
vide that the day’s sitting ends at 
10:30 p.m. unless extended by 
unanimous consent. Thus, it can be 
seen that the borrowed term of 
“filibuster” has no application in 
Canada.

The Growth of Co-ops 

I see where one small-town citizen wrote 
to the editor to complain that the Co-ops ore 
practically taking over in that town. In my 
own lifetime, I have seen remarkable growth 
in the Co-op movement, and if it continues at 
the present pace I doubt that there will be 
any independent merchants left by the time 
my son is my age. 

While it may be true that Co-ops are run 
by clever men, I wonder if they are that much 
smarter than their private competitors. 

I doubt it. 

It seems to me it is the tremendous ad¬ 
vantage they have been given by the taxation 
authorities that has accounted for their ex¬ 
ceptionally rapid growth. 

If I were a young man looking for a ca¬ 
reer, I would be very tempted to get into this 
business, at the top management level. I 
know of no other business which offers great¬ 
er chance to succeed. How, indeed, can a Co¬ 
op fail when it pays taxes at such a low rate 
while competitors are paying up in the 50 per 
cent bracket? 

Another big advantage, of course, is the 
declaring of patronage dividends, but not 
paying them out to the members; instead, the 
money is used for expansion, sometimes with¬ 
out interest, sometimes for long periods of 
time. Any good businessman or farmer, able 
to get such interest-free loan capital, could 
certainly grow by leaps and bounds. 

The Co-operative principle is an excel¬ 
lent one. It started with a desire of good peo¬ 
ple to help each other. It pays local municipal 
taxes without complaint. I believe that it 
ought now, if it is to continue to be a highly- 
principled operation, undertake to pay its full 
share of the cost of running the country. 

The burden of taxation is an onerous 
one these days. It seems unfair that powerful

Many Patterns 

Patterns range from crisp 
straightline designs to ornate gin 
gerbread varieties and are limited 
only by imagination - and pocket- 
book. 

Actually the term ‘wrought iron’ 
is misleading, as ‘hot rolled mild 
steel’ is the material actually used. 

Wrought iron technically is a 
commercial iron containing very 
little carbon and usually fibrous. 
Economically it is not practical in 
normal house decorating. 

But wrought iron is the term the 
average person uses, the common 
term for forged, shaped, twisted 
and hammered ornamental iron 
which is functional as well as 
decorative. 

Your dealer will know that term 
and know what it is you want. 

Little Upkeep 

Advantages of decorative iron for 
railings or porch trellises are 
obvious. 

In addition to its adaptability to 
design it is virtually permanent, re¬ 
quires little upkeep and is strong 
'vithout being bulky. 

If railings or griliwork are for 
indoors you should consider pol¬ 
ished brass accessories. 

Outdoor installations should have 
a primer coat of red lead, zinc 
chromate or some other metal base 
paint to resist rusting, following 
by at least two coats of good out¬ 
door enamel. 

Colors for indoor use are un¬ 
limited, but darker hues ordinarily 
mean less frequent paintings.

TOWN OF COLEMAN 

SYNOPSIS OF A BY-LAW No. 335 of the Town of 
Coleman, Alberta, being a By-law authorizing the 
Municipal Council to incur an Indebtedness on behalf 
of the said Town for the purpose of providing a 
Sewerage System for the said Town. 

The Recitals to the By-law state: 

(1) That according to plans, specifications and estimates 
made by the firm of Underwood, McLellan & Associ¬ 
ates Ltd., Consulting Engineers, the total cost will be 
$260,000.00. 

(2) That it will be necessary to borrow, on the credit of 
the Town, the sum of $260,000.00 by issuing debent¬ 
ures to be repaid over a period of Twenty-five Years 
in annual or semi-annual installments with interest 
not exceeding 7 % per annum. 

(3) That the rateable property of the Town according to 
the last revised Assessment Roll is $1,180,740.00, 
and that there is a Gas Debenture Debt of $233,000. 

(4) That Notice of Intention, pursuant to the Town and 
Village Act as outlined in Schedule "A" and forming 
part of this By-law, showing locations of the proposed 
Sewerage System, costs of Owners' portion, assess¬ 
able amount per year and rate per foot, and duly pub¬ 
lished under date of September 16, 1964, and no 
signed petition against the Local Improvement was 
received. 

(5) That the construction of the proposed Sewerage Sys¬ 
tem has been approved by the Provincial Board of 
Health under Certificate No. P3351. 

The By-law itself authorizes and empowers: 

The Municipal Council to borrow on the credit of the 
Town the sum of $260,000.00 by way of Debentures 
at a rate of interest not to exceed 7 % per year, repay¬ 
able in Twenty-five (25) equal annual installments of 
principal and interest. 

It authorizes the Council to enter into such contracts as 
may be necessary for the construction and carrying 
out of the proposed Sewerage System; and authorizes 
the Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer under the Corpor ¬ 
ate Seal of the Town to sign the necessary debentures. 

It authorizes the raising annually by a rate sufficient 
therefore on all rateable property of the Town, an 
amount necessary to pay the Town's portion of the 
Debentures and interest which fall due each year 
during the currency of the Debentures after crediting 
the net revenues from the System. The By-law im¬ 
poses annually a Special Assessment during the cur¬ 
rency of the Debentures, to pay the Owners' portion 
of the cost, on all lands fronting or abutting on that 
portion of streets or places wherein said Sewerage 
System is laid or benefitting therefrom, and at the 
unit rate as shown on Schedule "A" referred to pre¬ 
viously namely Thirty-six (36c) cents per foot, in ad¬ 
dition to all other rates and taxes. 

The By-law provides that the indebtedness is incurred on 
the credit and security of the Town at large, but as to 
so much thereof as is not to be paid by the Town at 
large, the Town is to collect same only by way of 
Special Assessment as aforesaid.
